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A year after celebrating its 100th season, the Nebraska wrestling program will look to continue its excellence both on and off that as a member of 
the prestigious Big Ten Conference. Coach Mark Manning has continued a tradition of success in his 14 years at the helm of the Huskers. With ha 
work and a dedication to excellence, Manning has developed a program that consistently competes with the nation’s best in collegiate wrestling 


Since its inaugural season in 1910-11, Nebraska has earned more than 615 dual victories, including 149 wins in the past 11 years under Manning 
Over the past decade, the Huskers have finished in the top eight at the NCAA Championships five times and racked up 34 All-America honors, 
including five individual national titles. In the classroom, the 2010-11 Huskers were recognized by the NWCA for the eighth-highest grade-point 
average in the nation (3.1343). NU wrestlers have eamed 38 NWCAAI-Academic Team selections and 59 academic All-Big 12 awards en route to 
five CoSIDA Academic All-America awards 


One reason NU has been able to develop such a successful program is its top-notch facilities. In the fall of 2011, the Husker wrestling program 
moved into the state-of-the-art Hendricks Training Complex, which will provide four full-sized practice mats, new office suites and new areas for both 
strength and conditioning and athletic medicine. From the Devaney Center to the state-of-the-art weight room in the Osborne Athletic Complex, the 
wrestling program created the necessary environment for victories at the NU Coliseum, located in the heart of campus. With a wealth of support and 
a history of success, Nebraska wrestling expects to contend for conference and national championships every year.

From the day student-athletes decide the University of Nebraska & the nght place to be, th 
athletic academic counseling unt provides personal and academic support to ensure that student 
athletes wil get the most out ot ther years as Huskers. Featuring one of the most innovate 
and comprehensive academic support systems in the country, Nebraska & dedicated to 
helping its student-athletes become outstanding leaders in their chosen fields. The academs 
‘support team is comprised of 13 full-time staff members and a tutorial staff of approximately 
70 tutors addressing all subject areas 


Academic Counseling 

Eight academic counselors and three assistant academic counselors are in place to monitor 
daily academic progress, receive consistent course feedback, assist with the advising) 
registration process and monitor continuing eligibility and progress toward graduation. 
Essentially, academic counselors assist student-athletes in navigating the University of 
Nebraska system 


Tutorial Support 

A tremendous resource for all academic abilities, unlimited tutorial support is available 
from day one up to college graduation. Subject and mentor tutors help provide academic 
‘support and study strategies to be successful. Supplemental Instruction, a sub-camponent 
of the tutorial program, provides targeted group review sessions to help ease the trar 
to college academics while improving study strategies and building academic self-esteem 


Study Hall 

Nebraska’s study hall program is housed in the D.J. Sokol Enrichment Center within the 
Student Life Complex Student-athletes attend a supervised, flex-time study hall that 
features day, evening and weekend hours. Each student-athlete is required to complete 2 
specific number of study each week as determined by their academic counselor and! 
or coach. In addition, weekly study hall reports are provided to the coaching staff. Additional 
performance-based or tutor-based study hall may also be determined by the academic 
counselor. 


Mentoring 

Many student-athletes meet with a mentor on a weekly basis to assist in making a smooth 
transition fram high school to college. Mentors collect syllabi, gather and report academic 
progress information and teach academic success strategies 


Educational Assessments 

Assessments are administered upon the request of the student-athlete, academic counselor, 
or coach to determine student strengths and areas for improvement. Results allow academic 
counselors to develop a personalized academic support program and to determine if more 
in-depth testing is warranted. When additional assessments are necessary, referrals are 
made to a consulting psychologist who conducts the assessments I its determined that a 
student-athlete has a learning disability, appropriate accommodations are made through the 
Office of Services for Students with Disabiltties. 


Multi-Cultural Programs 

Designed to enhance cultural awareness, staff members concer

Those two words describe the Nebraska wrestling 
team as it embarks on a new era of Husker wrestling for 
the 2011-12 season. This season marks the beginning of 
competition in the Big Ten Conference for NU, after the 
University announced the switch from the Big 12 in June of 
2010. Lauded as the top wrestling conference in the country 
the Big Ten will offer premiere competition week in and week 
out for the Huskers. 

“Starting the Big Ten schedule in January & going to be 
€ grind, but its going to be something we'te used to,” Head 
Goach Mark Manning said. “Every season is a grind, but i's 
oing to be good. It's going to be a challenge. There are 
going to be different places than where we've wrestled in the 
past. We'te looking forward to those different venues we're 
wrestling in” 

The Huskers also moved into the newy opened 
Hendricks Training Complex this offseason, which was 
finished atter months of construction in early October, 
The 84,000 square foot state-of-the-art complex features 
@ new wrestling room with four full-sized mats, new locker 
toms, a players’ lounge and coaches offices. 

With changes abound taking place off of the mat 
Manning, who i entering his 12th season as head coach, 
said he hasr't seen a better offseason fram his guys on the 
‘mat. Grueling workouts and conditioning were a regular for 
a squad that finshed 12th for the second straight season at 
last year's NCAA Championships, ts 12th top-15 finish since 
1995 

“it was the best offseason since I've been here in 11 
years,” Manning said. “Our guys have done a great job 
starting the week after the NCAA Tournament, and working 
‘out and training through the summmer. They've had a great 
focus this fall. Our preparation has been tremendous and 
we just have to keep building momentum going through the 
season with haw we trained inthe offseason, | see that really 
being a huge factor for us. We have to keep that flame it the 


Three national qualifiers return to lead a lineup that 
could potentially see four new faces at the start of the 
season. One of two seniors on the team, Tucker Lane enters 
his fourth season as the heavyweight starter after amassing 
78 career victories and quaifying for three consecutive 


NCAA Championships. Last season, the Redvale, Colo, native 
finished the year with a 27-9 record and a 14-5 mark in dual 
competion At the NCAA Championships, Lane came up one 
match short of reaching ica honors by falling to the 
No, 3 seed Ryan Flores of Amencan in the quarterfinals and 
Maryland's Spencer Myers in the consolation bracket to finish 
the tournament with a 2-2 mark The other senior on the squad 
with Lane is James Nakashima. A junior college transfer from 
Lincoin (I) College, Nakashima saw time in fist his year in 
the program in 2009-10, when he won six matches. He took 
@ redshirt last season and looks to take over the spot at 197 
pounds 

Nebraska will also lean on two-time returning national 
qualifier Josh Ihnen to provide some pivotal wins at 184 
pounds. Ihnen fell ust short ot becoming an AlLAmerican last 
season after a 28-10 year and a second-place showing at the 
Big 12 Tournament. Earning a total of 47 team dual points for 
the Huskers, Ihnen was part of several big time wins including 
‘one over No. 4 Grant Gambrall of lowa in the semifinals of the 
Midlands Championships. Manning wil look ta all three of his 
wrestlers at the three heaviest weights for leadership throughout 
the season 

“Im looking for Josh, James and Tucker all to be leaders,” 
‘Manning said. “I think we have a number at young guys that are 
stepping into leadership roles already, and | think its important 
that they all do, besides just those three. All of thase guys are 
going to be really valuable to our season and how our year 
goes” 

A year after winning Nebraska's Most Improved Wrestler 
award, junior Ridge Kiley will return to be the starter at 133 
pounds after having another impressive offseason, according 
to Manning. Kiley eared a spot in the NCAA Championships 
last season by winning the fourth-place challenge match at the 
Big 12 Toumament, and took advantage of his opportunity by 
winning his first career match at the NCAA Tournament over 
Stanford's Justin Paulsen, 4.0 Kiley will look to build off his 
22-15 record and 11-8 mark in duals last season with another 
standout year as a junior. 

‘Td say Ridge & one of the most improved wrestlers I've 
ever been around here at Nebraska,” Manning said of Kiley's 
improvement over two seasons. “I have a lot of confidence and 
belief in moving forward with Ridge” 

“Competion’ is the best word to describe the middle-four 
weight classes of the Husker lineup, as several wrestlers are

Caleb Kolb will be the starter at 174 pounds after a redshirt freshman season that saw him 
thrown right into the max with some of the best wrestlers in the country. Kolb finished the year with a 
15-15 record and started every dual except one for NU. The last spot the lineup at 125 pounds 
where sophomore Shawn Nagel will look to take the reins after the departure of NCAA quaifier 
David Klingsheim.

Beau Bryant (133), Christian Gallardo (125), lan Ousley (157) and Austin Wilson (165) make 
up the newcomers, 

The Huskers will open the season with four consecutive duals on the East Coast, including 
three contests at the Wrestle for a Cure Duals against Kent State, North Carolina and Navy, after 
the season-opening dual against Bucknell.

The Leader 

With over 100 years of history, Nebraska wrestling is 
one of the mast storied programs in the collegiate wrestling 
ranks. Head Coach Mark Manning has taken the Huskers to 
‘new heights in his tenure and has established himself as one 
of the top wrestling coaches in the nation 

The NU record book i a testament to Manning's 
accomplishments in Lincoln. In his 11 years at the helm, 
he has coached 30 of Nebraska’s 89 All-Americans. He 
has led the Huskers to five top-eight finishes at the NCAA 
Championships, compared to just eight for the 14 NU 
coaches before him He is the second winningest coach in 
Husker history with a duakwinning percentage of 707 and 
a record of 149-61-3 at NU. He won back-to-back Big 12 
Coach-ot-the-Year awards (2008 and 2009) after guiding 
Nebraska to a share of the conference crown in 2009 and 
@ runner-up finish in 2008. NU went on to finish fourth at 
the NCAA Championships both seasons with nine Huskers 
pearing Ak -America honors, and Jordan Burroughs capturing 
the 157-pound national tiie with @ perfect 35-0 record in 
2008 

Manning eamed one of the top coaching honars in the 
entire sport when he was named the 2011 FILA Freestyle 
Coach of the Year after helping Burroughs capture the gold 
medal at the World Championships in Istanbul, Turkey 

Records go on paper and in books and get tucked away. 
More important to Manning i the fact that he has helped 
numerous young men grow into upstanding adults by 
teaching them the correct principles of ite. Regarded as one 
cf the nation’s top recruiters, Manning not only lands, but he 
usually finds the correct wrestler for his program. He has a 
keen eye for finding the athletes with the right work ethic and 
dedication that he can develop. His recruiting and coaching 
abiities have allowed him to quicky find success at both 
programs he has led 

Manning's coaching philosophy focuses on developing 
wrestlers to reach their potential. A wrestler who brings a 
positive attitude and work ethic to the room can use goal 
setting and responsibilty to develop into an upstanding 
citizen who is committed to excellence. Manning works daily 
with the team on every detail in and out of practice, while 
keeping in mind the best long-term interests of his student 


athletes. 

Known for his fiery nature on the edge of the mat, Manning 
instils in his wrestlers a sense of determination and pride 
through his actions and demeanor. His guidance teaches his 
athletes to become winners in ife, which transiates into success 
in the classroom, on the mat and in their lives beyond wrestling. 
Manning works to instil ife-long values in his wrestlers and tt 
shows 

In addition to their success on the mat, Husker wrestlers 
under Manning have eamed 41 academic Ai-Big 12 selections 
(over 3 1/2 awards per year), cluding current student-athletes 
Ross Grande, Josh Ihnen, Tyier Koehn, Tucker Lane and James 
Nakashima. Both Innen and Lane were named to the 201 
NWCA All-Academic Team, as Nebraska turned in the nation’s 
eighth-highest team grade-point average (3.1343). Manning's 
beliefs and values in developing student-athletes is evident right 
outside his office, where former Husker All-Americans Bryan 
Snyder, Jason Powell, Craig Brester and Brandon Browne are 
members of the NU coaching staff. During their time under 
Manning, Snyder and Brester were each named the Nebraska 
Male Student-Athlete of the Year 

Manning's coaching philosophy is one that he began during 
his competitive days, developed during his time as an assistant 
‘coach and continues to modify during his time as head coach at 
Nebraska. 


Manning’s Mark at Nebraska 

Manning began teaching his methods immediately when 
he was hired at Nebraska in May of 2000. Hs efforts first paid 
dividends when he led Nebraska to back-to-back eighth-place 
team finshes at the NCAA Championships im 2001 and 2002 
Four Huskers (Todd Beckerman, ryan Snyder Ati Conner and 
Brad Vering) claimed All-America honors in Manning's first year 
coaching the Huskers in 2000-01, as NU finished with an 11-6 
dual record. Powell and Snyder also gave Manning his first two 
Big 12 Conference champions that year 

During the 2001.02 season, Manning led the Huskers to their 
third consecutive third-place finish atthe Big 12 Championships. 
Justin Rue and Powell earned ther first Al-America accolades 
under Manning, while Snyder became Nebraska's first four-time 
AllAmenican with his second-place finish at 157 pounds 

Nebraska claimed a 16-7 dual record n 2002-03, as Manning 
guided NU to seven victories over ranked opponents, including 
20-17 victory over fith-ranked liinots at the Virginia Duals. At 
the 2003 NCAA Championships, Manning led a young lineup 
that included two juniors, five sophomores and three redshirt 
freshmen to a 13th-place showing. The finish marked the eighth 
time in nine seasors that NU had cl aspot inthe top 15 in 
the nation 

The 2003-04 Huskers and Manning posted one of the best 
wresting seasons ever at NU with a 19-3 overall record, tying the 
second-highest win total in NU history. The Huskers posted two 
team tiles during the season, winning the prestigious Las Vegas 
Invitational behind individual titles from Powell, Travis Shut 
and Travis Pascoe and winning the Virginia Duals with @ 25- 
13 defeat of Lehigh in the finals. Manning directed the Huskers 
to second at the Big 12 Championships, while qualifying eight 
wrestlers for the NCAA Tournament, where NU earned a fifth- 
place finish. Manning coached his first national champion at 
Nebraska, as Powell claimed the tile at 125 pounds with a 17-2 
technical fallin the finals 

The Huskers’ success continued in 2004-05, with Nebraska 
winning 19 duals for the second straight year. NU's 19-2-1 dual 
record was the second-best mark in school history The Huskers 
started the campaign with eight straight dual wins, and ended 
the season by winning 12 of the last 13 duals. Nebraska posted 
eight wins over ranked foes, imcluding a 16-15 upset of No. 2 
lowa State to end the dual season 

Manning's 2005-06 squad was relatively inexperienced, 
but the Huskers eamed a solid 12-5 dual record and a third 
place finsh at the National Duals. NU claimed third at the Big 
12 Championships and ers went on to finish as All 
Americans 

Manning's legacy continued to grow in 2006-07, as he 
watched his second Husker ciaim a national ttle. Paul Donahoe 
eamed the crown at 125 pounds to lead Nebraska to a 10-7-1

‘The 2007-08 Husker campaign was one of the best 
ever under Manning NU finshed second at the Big 12 
Championships with three individual champions and claimed 
fourth at the NCAA Championships with five Huskers finishing 
as AlkAmericans. That success would no doubt be a challenge 
to match, but the 2008-09 Nebraska wresting team did jus that. 
The Huskers won a share of the Big 12 championship forthe first 
time in school history behind individual titles fram Burroughs, 
Browne, Brester and Vince Jones. Seven NU wrestlers qualified 
for the NCAA Championships, where the Huskers finished 
fourth with AllAmerica accolades going to Burroughs (Ist, 157), 
Brester (2nd, 197), Browne (4th, 174) and Jones (6th, 184) 

in 2010, Nebraska fought through a rash of injuries, 
including a’ season-ending setback to Burroughs. Despite 
the unfortunate luck, the Huskers stil qualfied five wrestiers 
for the NCAA Championships and finshed 12th in the team 
standings, marking the seventh top-15 finch under Manning, 

History was made last season when Manning helped 
Burroughs become the first two-time national champion in 
school history by winning the 165-pound title at the NCAA 
Championships in Philadelphia, Pa. After the season, Burroughs 
was awarded the school’s first-ever Hodge Trophy, given 
annually to the nation’s top wrestler As a team, the Huskers 
Qualified seven total wrestlers for the national tournament and 
finished in 12th place for the second consecutive season 


The Road to Lincoln 

Manning showed his ability to develop a top-notch program 
was universal, as he led a turnaround in the tradition-rich 
Northern lowa program in his first head coaching position 
Manning coached three seasons for the Panthers from 1997 
to 2000 in Cedar Falls, lowa Under Manning, UNI compiled 
a 23-24.2 dual record and improved its mark in each of his 
seasons, His rebulding effort wth the Panthers included strong 
showings at the NCAA Championships. Northern lowa tied 
{or 30th in Manning's first year, but improved to a 17th-place 
showing in 1998 and added an 11th-place finish at the 2000 
NCAA Tournament, which was the schoot's best showing in 
seven seasons 

Individually, several UNI wrestlers excelled on the national 
stage under Manning. In each of hs last two seasons, the 
Panthers had a pair of All-Americans, including Tony Davis. A 
two-time NCAA finalist, Davis was the national champion at 149 
pounds in 2000 and finished second in 1999, 

Manning returned the Northern lowa program to national 
prominence by attracting some of the nation’s top wrestling 
falent. His first Panther recruting class was ranked second in 
the nation, while his second class was tabbed as the top class in 
the nation in 2000. 

Belore his appointment as the head coach at UNI, Manning 
had extensive experience as an assistant coach, including 
ties to the Big 12 Conference. Manning spent four seasons 
on Jack Spates’ staff at Oklahoma trom 1993 to 1997 before 
accepting Northern lowa's head position Manning helped 
ude the Sooner to thee top-10 team finches a the NCAA 
Championships during his tenure, including a seventh-place 


showing at the 1997 national tournament. He assisted in 
coaching 14 OU wrestlers to AllAmenca accolades, and five 
Sooners to the NCAA finals. John Kading also claimed the 1996 
190-pound ftle under him. Manning aided in the recruitment of 
three top-five national recruiting classes while in Norman, 

Manning began hs coaching career 25 an assistant at 
North Carolina from 1985 to 1993. While pursuing his master's 
degree in sports adminstration, Manning assisted Coach Bill 
Lam in guiding 15 Tar Heel wrestlers to Al-America honors, 
including four NCAA finaists and a pair of national champions. 
UNC posted top-10 NCAA finishes in 1986, 1987 and 1993 with 
Manning on staff, and captured four Atlantic Coast Conference 
titles. He also helped attract the nation’s top recrutting class to 
Chapel Hill, N.C., in the spring of 1990. 

In addition to his extensive collegiate coaching experience, 
Manning has been selected numerous times to coach the United 
States in international competition. He has coached on two 
US. Olympic teams as an assistant in 1936 and 2000, while 
ako being named the head coach at US. Olympic Festivals in 
1991, 1993 and 1995. Manning was chosen to head the U.S. 
freestyle team at the 2001 FILA World Championships and 
was an assistant on the US. delegation to the FILA World 
Championships eight times. He has also been active at the FILA 
Juniar level, serving a5 the head coach twice, and traveling to 
the 2008 FILA Junior World Championships ‘in Turkey as an 
assistant coach, where he coached Burroughs to a 10th-place 
finsh.

Manning helped UN 
earn a third-place team fins in 1983 and runner-up honors in 
1985, While competing for the Mas ks, he was the leader of 
UNO’s chapter of Fellowship of Chrestian Athletes for four years 
Manning was inducted into the NCAA Division I! Hall of Fame for

Manning's competitive career ao extended beyond the 
collegiate ranks. He was a member of the U.S. freestyle team 
from 1986 to 1989. He won a siver medal at the 1989 Pan 
American Games. 

The Vermillion, SO. native recewed his bachelor's degree 
in physical education trom Nebraska-Omaha in 1985, with a 
Specialization in exercise science. Manning was the recipient of 
an NCAA postgraduate scholarship folowing hes graduation from 
UNO and eamed his master’s degree in sports adminstration 
from North Carolina in 1989

The NU wrestling squad has racked up a solid 65- 
29-2 dual record with Ersiand on the staff. Primaniy 
working with NU's upper weights, Ersland_ helped 
guide the Huskers to a 145-0 dual mark in 2010-11 
He helped guide seven wrestlers to the 2011 NCAA 
Championships, while the team finished 12th at the 
NCAA Championships for the second season in a row. 

Over the last four seasons, he aided 197-pounder 
Craig Brester to claim All-America honors and has also 
led current Husker senior Tucker Lane in his quest to 
become one of the best heavyweights in the country 
Lane is a three-time NCAA qualifier, while Ersiand also 
helped junior 184-pounder Josh Ihnen qualify for two- 
straight NCAA tourmaments. Both Lane and Ihnen are 
ranked in the top 15 to begin the 2011-12 season. 

Ersland came to Nebraska after serving as_an 
assistant wrestling coach for the Cyclone Wrestling Club 
in 2005-06. From 2000 to 2005, Ersland was the head 
assistant coach at Northwestern University. He was also 
an assistant coach at Northern Ilinois for one season 
and began his coaching career as a graduate assistant 
at Central Michigan 

Ersland tured to coaching after an illustrious 
competitive career at lowa_A four-time letterwinner from 
1994 to 1997, Ersland helped the Hawkeyes to four

A 1997 NCAA qualifier, Ersland was also 
accomplished in the classroom as a four-time academic 
AlLBig Ten honoree and the 1997 winner of the J. Donald 
MePike award, given to the Hawkeye senior wrestler who 
had the highest grade-point average.

In his first season at NU, Snyder played a key role 
in helping Jordan Burroughs win his second national 
championship with a perfect 36-0 record. Snyder also 
helped Burroughs win the 2011 74 kilogram freestyle 
World Championship in Istanbul, Turkey, becoming the 
first U.S. wrestler to win a freestyle ttle since 2006. 

The Easton, Pa., native spent the 2009-10 season as 
the head assistant coach at Anzona State and helped 
guide five Sun Devils to the NCAA Championships in 
Omaha. Snyder began his coaching experience as 
an assistant at Harvard in 2002-03, while returning to 
the Husker wrestling program as a graduate assistant 
coach for two seasons (2003-04 and 2004-05), as NU 
went 38-5- in duals and finished fifth at the 2004 NCAA 
Championships. He helped coach eight All-Americans at 
NU during that time 

‘As a wrestler, Snyder ranks No. 1 on Nebraska's 
all-time winning percentage chart (925), compiling 2 
136-11 record from 1999 to 2002. One of 19 members 
of Nebraska's 100-win club, he claimed All-America 
accolades and a Big 12championship all four years, while 
finishing as the NCAA runner-up at 157 pounds in 2001 
and 2002. He amassed more than 30 wins in a season 
three times, including hss 43-3 record as asophomore that 
stands as the second-best single-season mark in school 


history Afour-time NWCAAll-Academic selection, Snyder 
was named the 2002 Nebraska Male Student-Athlete of the 
Year and graduated with a double major in sociology and 
communication studies. He was also a four-time first-team 
academic All-Big 12 selection 

Prior to Nebraska, Snyder was a three-time state place- 
winner and a 1997 state champion at Easton (Pa) High 
School.

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Coaching History 

Nebraska has had only 15 head coaches in 101 years of wrestling history, including current Husker coach 
Mark Manning. Combining for more than 615 dual wins, NU coaches have always set a standard of excellence 
inthe wrestling community. Dr R.G. Clapp was the Huskers’ first wrestling coach and led the team for 11 years 
before moving on to promote wrestling with the National Wrestling Coaches Association. Jerry Adam coached 
Nebraska for the majority of the 1930's and 1940's, before giving way to B.R. Patterson. 

Orval Borgialli headed the Huskers for 14 years from 1964 to 1978, amassing 73 dual wins, and Bob Fehrs 
took over the team until 1985. Fehrs finished with a .648 dual-winning percentage with 95 career dual wins at 
Nebraska. Tim Neumann racked up 199 dual victories from 1985 to 2000 to become NU's all-time leader in 
dual wins. Manning took over in 2000 and has amassed a 149-61-3 mark in Lincoln, while leading the Huskers 
‘over the 600-win plateau during the 2009-10 season.

Dr. R.G. Clapp 


NU's First Head Coach (1911-26) 
Former Chairman 
NCAA Wrestling 
Rules Committee 


Nebraska's first wrestling coach, Dr. Raymond G. 
Clapp (1911-26), was more than just a mentor for the 
first athletes who enjoyed the sport at the university, 
He was a prominent figure locally and internationally 
in the world of wrestling 

Inthe 1890s, Clapp distinguished himself as an all- 
around athlete while a student at Williston Seminary 
and at Yale University, starring in football, track, 
gymnastics and tennis 

It was as a track athlete at Yale that he rose to 
national and world prominence. Clapp won the IC4A 
pole vault title twice, annexed the national A.A.U. 
Championship, earned a Canadian title and in 1898, 
he topped all performances to set a then-world mark 
in the vault of nearly 12 feet 

Dr. Clapp's interest and ability in gymnastics 
probably were more responsible than any other one 
thing increating his great interest in collegiate wrestling, 
In addition to his many athletic distinctions, Clapp 
was crowned the all-around individual gymnasts 
champion of the Easter Intercollegiate Association 
in 1889, 

‘As a member and eventual chairman of the NCAA 
Wrestling Rules Committee, Clapp was largely 
responsible for the efficient organization of collegiate 
wrestling tournaments inthe 1930s and 1940s. Clapp 
pioneered the system that is used to run many of the 
meets that take place even today 

While Ed Gallagher was building wrestling 
popularity in the Southwest, and Charlie Mayser was 
doing likewise in the East and Midwest, Dr. Clapp 
initiated college wrestling at the University of Nebraska 
inthe earliest days of the sport, serving as headcoach 
from 1911 to 1926. 

Known widely as a leader in the promotion of 
collegiate wrestling, Clapp served inthe administrative 
branch of the National Collegiate Wrestling Association 
for numerous years 

In 1932 and 1936, Clapp was secretary of the 
American Olympic Wrestling Committee and in 1940 
was elected chairman of the committee. As chairman 
of the USA-Pan American Wrestling Committee 
and the committee representative to the 1942 
Pan-American Games Committee, Clapp became 
increasingly prominent in the wrestling community. 

For over 30 years, Clapp freely and willingly gave 
hiss time and energy to popularze collegiate wrestling 
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Tom Osborne 


Athletic Director + Fifth Season * Hastings College (1959) 


Hall of Fame football coach Tom Osbome has continued to 
leave a lasting impression on the history of Nebraska Athletics 
since returning ta lead the Husker program as the schaofs 13th 
athietic director on Oct. 16, 2007. Osborne, who led Nebraska 
to three national championships (1994, 1995, 1997) and 255 
Victories in his 25 years as the Huskers’ head football coach, has 
continued to use his impressive leadership skis to guide the 
NU athletic department as a whole over the past four seasons. 

With the core values of integrity, trust, respect, teamwork and 
loyalty serving as guiding principles for Nebraska's 23-sport 
programas awhole, Osbome has made historic decisions tohelp 
the University of Nebraska athletic programs for years to come. 

InJune of2010, Osborne joined Nebraska Chancellor Harvey 
Perlman and Big Ten Conference Commissioner Jim Delany 
to announce the Huskers would join the Big Ten beginning on 
July 1, 2011. Nebraska's move to the Big Ten is expected to 
add University-wide academic opportunties, while providing 
financial stability for the athletic department for years to come. 

Just a few months later, Osborne announced an aggressive 
expansion plan for the east side of Memorial Stadium that 
will increase attendance past 90,000 far the first time, while 
Continuing Nebraska's NCAA record-setting sellout streak 
The expansion, which is set for completion before the 2013 
football season, will include athletic and academic research 
components 

In the spring of 2010, the city of Lincoln also received vater 
approvalto begin construction ona 16,000-seat downtown arena, 
which willserve as the new competitive hame for both Nebraska 
men’s andwomen’s basketball programs beginning in2013-14 

‘The basketball programs, the wrestling program and many of 
NU’s other sports will also benefit from the Hendricks Training 
Complex at he Bob Devaney Sports Center. The facility, which 
‘opened in October of 2011, includes new practice and team 
areas, in addtion to expanded athletic medicine and strength 
training areas. 

The Nebraska baseball andsoftball programs willalsobenelit 
from a new indoor practice facility at Haymarket Park, which 
‘opened in September of 2011. 

The first step in Osborne's aggressive building plan for 
Nebraska's facts began inthesummer of2010, as the Huskers 
broke ground on the Student Lite Complex on the westside of 
Memorial Stadium. The Student L fe Complex, which opened in 
the fall of 2010, directly benefits every Husker student-athlete 
with expanded academic resources 

While Osborne has helped intiate landmark moves off the 
field, he has continued to help coaches and student-athletes, 
focus on Nebraska's tradition of success in competition. In 
fact, the Huskers have enjoyed renewedsuccess in Osborne's, 
first four years as athletic director. 

In 2010-11, eight Husker tearrs finished among the top 20 in 
the nation, while 15 NU squads advanced to postseason play 
in their respective sports, including the Husker football team’s 
second straight Holiday Bowl appearance 

One of Ostiome's first major decisions as athletic director was 
tahire Bo Pelini as the Huskers’ football coach Pelini, who had 
spent the 2003 campaign as NU's defenswve coordinator, has 
energized Nebraska's stoned tration with back-to-back 10-win 
seasons and atria of Big 12 North Dvsion ites in his frst three 
years. In 2009 and 2010, Pelin’s Huskers finshed among the 
top 20 tears in the nation in the final pols 

‘The radtion-rich NUvolleyballprogramhas claimedthree Big 
{2ttles and advanced to three NCAA Sweet 18 appearances, 
while the women's basketball program has earned two NCAA 
Tournament trips, while notching the best season in school 
history with 22010 Big 12 ttle and a berth in the NCAA Sweet 
16. The NU wrestling program shared the 2009 Big 12 tile and 
finished in the top 16 at four straight NCAA Championships 
The NU men's and women's track and field teams combined for 
three conference crowns, while praducingseventop-20 finishes 
indoors and outdoors over the past four years 

The men’s and women’s gymnastics tears have produced 
top-10 NCAA finishes the past two years, including a school- 
record-tying fourth-place showing by the women in 2011. The 
Husker bowling team won the 2008 NCAA ttle ang has finished 
inthe top eight atthe NCAA Championships each ofthe pastfour 
years, The NU rifle team has produced a pair of top-six NCAA 
finishes in the last four years, while the men's and women's 


tennis teams both eamed NCAA Tournament trips in 2010 and 
2011. The 2010 NCAA first-round victory for the women was the 
first in school history, while the men's appearance in 2010 was, 
the first in school history 

The Husker softball team has made three consecutive NCAA 
Tournament appearances, while the Husker women's golf and 
baseball programs both eamed NCAA Regional bids in 2008 

‘Osbome made his second coaching hire since his return to 
Nebraska, when he named two-lime Major League All-Star, 
three-time Gold Giove award winner, and former No. 1 MLB Draft 
pick Darin Erstad as the baseball teams new coach on June 2, 
2011. Erstadwas not only one ofthe best Husker baseball players 
in hsstory, he was the starting punter on NU's 1994 national 
championship football team coached by Osborne 

While the Huskers have continued to make advancements in 
‘competition and in recruiting under Osborne's guidance, they have 
continued to set the bar high academically. Nebraska led the Big 
12with 14 CoSIDA AcademicAl-Amencans in 2010-11, increasing 
its nation-teading total to 291 CoSIDA Academic Al-Americans 
alltime, across all sports. The Huskers also led the Big 12 with 
a league-record 192 academic all-conference selections, along 
with a conference-record 688 Big 12 Commssioner’s Honor Roll 
selections. NU graduated 113 student-athletes from August of 
2010 through May of 2011 

Before being asked by Chancellor Perimantoreturnto Nebraska, 
as athletic director n 2007, Osborne served three terms in the 
U.S. House of Representatives (Nebraska's 3rd congressional 
district) from 2000 to 2006. 

He retumed to academia following a 2006 gubernatorial bid, 
serving as aseniorlecturer at Nebraskaiinthe College of Business 
Administration, teachingleadership and business ethics, inthe fall 
of 2007. Osbome also worked as a consultant for local college 
athletic departments for two years. 

‘Osbome and his wife, Nancy, continue to pour their time and 
‘support into the TeamMates mentoring program, which they 
foundedin 1981. TeamMates provides encouragement to schoo 
aged youth to help them graduate from high school and pursue 
a post-secondary education 

(Osborne's leadership ol the TeamMates programbegan while he 
was putting the final touches on one of the best coaching careers 
incollege footballhistory. The Hastings, Neb . native, who earned 
master’s and doctoral degrees in educational psychology from 
the University of Nebraska, was named NU's 25th head coach 
following the 1972 season 

In25 seasons wth Osborne atthe helm, the Huskers mounted 
2 255-49-3 record - the sixth-most wins in major college history 
Osbome’s 836 winning percentage ranked fifth alktime. Hs 
Career came to a close with a 42-1/ win over No. 3 Tennessee 
in the 1998 Orange Bow, when he became the first coach in 
college football hstory to retire as a reigning national champion. 
Following hs career, he became one of just four coaches in 
history to have the mandatory three-year waiting period waived 
for induction into the National Football Foundation College Hall 
of Fame in December of 1998. 

Osborne's 1994 and 1995 teams allowed Nebraska to become 
just the second school in history to post back-to-back perfect 
national championship seasons (Oklahoma 1955-56). Nebraska 
put together the best five-year run in college football history 
from 1883 to 1997, gong 60-3 with ve straight 11-win seasons. 

‘Osbome led NU to 13 conference crowns, including six of his 
last seven seasons on the sideline. All 25 of his Husker teams 
won at least rine games and went to 2 bowl, while 15 won 
10-oF-more games 

Inthe classroom, the NU football program totaled 65 CoSIDA 
Academic All America awards in Osborne's 25 years, Infact, he 
accumulated more football Academic All-Americans in his 25 
years as coach than any other football program in the nation has

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Jordan Burroughs became Nebraska's frst two-tme national champion in 2011 and also won 
the schoofs first Hodge Trophy 


The 2011 Nebraska wrestling team produced something never before 
accomplished in its first 99 years as a program: a two-time national champion 
Jordan Burroughs highlighted an historic year for the Husker wrestling program after 
capturing his Second national championship by going a perfect 36-0. Burroughs 
was a force in a lineup that went 14-5 in dual competition and finished 12th (43.5 
points) at the NCAA Championships for the second straight season 

What made Burroughs’ journey to the top so special were the obstacles he 
overcame to reach the pinnacle of collegiate wrestling. In 2009, Burroughs suffered 
a season-ending knee injury against Central Michigan's Steve Brown on Dec. 19, 
Which required months of rehabilitation Burroughs was granted a medical redshirt 
and returned for his senior season with the motivation to return to the top. 

Burroughs finished the year with his second undefeated season and topped it 
off with a major decision victory over Tyler Caldwell of Oklahoma in the 165-pound 
finals of the NCAA Championships in Philadelphia, Pa., just 30 minutes from 
Burroughs’ hometown. His name will be elched in the Husker record books at No 
4 in career wins (128) and tied for fith in duals wins (62). Burroughs became the 
19th Husker wrestler ever to win 100 matches with his victory over Corey Lear of 
Bucknell on Nov. 27, 2010 and joined an even more prestigious group after the 
Season as he was awarded the Hodge Trophy, given annually to the nation’s most 
outstanding wrestler. Burroughs is Nebraska's first Hodge Trophy winner. 

“I's meant so much to have Jordan in our program,” Nebraska coach Mark 
Manning said “He's a very talented kid, but he's worked extremely hard to get to 
this level. He deserves all the things he received. He earned it” 

The Huskers quaified seven wrestlers for the NCAA Championships, extending 
theirstreak to26 seasons qualifying at least five wrestlers for the nationaltournament. 
Burroughs was joined in Philadelphia by redshie freshman David Klingsheim (125), 
sophomore Ridge Kiley (133), senior Mike Koehnlein (141), sophomore Josh Ihnen 
(184), senior Andy Johnson (197) and junior Tucker Lane (HWT). Both Ihnen and 
Lane were on the cusp of eaming All-America honors, but came up one match short 
of the medals stand. Ihnen finished the NCAA Tournament with a 3-2 record and 
saw his season come to an end with a 4-3 loss to No, { seed Christopher Honeycutt 
of Edinboro. Lane dropped two straight matches after reaching the quarterfinals to 
No. 3 Ryan Flores of American and Spencer Myers of Maryland 

Along with Burroughs, the Huskers had two seniors end their careers at the 
NCAA Championships. Johnson returned to the team after a year away from the

sport and quickly became a force to be reckoned with at the 197-pound weight class, 
The Yankton, S.D., native finished with a 28-13 record and was ranked as high as No. 
13 in the country at his weight class. Koehnlein, a junior college transfer, finished the 
year with a 17-15 overall record, and started every dual at 141 pounds during his two 
Seasons as a Husker. 

Nebraska began the season ranked No. 14 in the NWCA Coach Poll and would face 
off against two nationally ranked opponenis at the Buckeye Duals in Columbus, Ohio to 
open the season. The Huskers were knocked off in their first dual of the season by No. 
20 Pittsburgh, but responded that same day with a victory over future Big Ten foe Ohio 
State, 24-11. The No. 12 Buckeyes weren't able to hold back the Huskers, as three out 
of the last four maiches were won by NU to take control of the dual 

The win over the Buckeyes sparked a five-dual winning streak for NU. Atrip home to 
Lincoln for the home opener against Bucknell and South Dakota State awaited Manning 
and Nebraska, and the Huskers didn't disappoint. In the first dual against Bucknell late 
heroics from Lane at the heavyweight position propelled NU to a 19-16 victory over the 
Bison. Trailing by a point in the team race, Lane earned a major decision over Conor 
Sweeney (BU) to bring the Huskers back, Lane, a Redvale, Colo., native had three 
major decision victories during a season which saw him finish with a 27-9 record 

trip west was on tap for NU as they would take on the Northern Colorado Bears and 
Wyoming in the Huskers’ next two duals. Redshirt freshman Cody Compton recorded 
his first varsity victory and was one of eight wrestlers to earn a win in Nebraska's 34-6 
stomping of the Bears. The next day, Nebraska traveled to Laramie, Wyo., for a dual 
against the Cowboys. Ranked by some wrestling publications, the Cowboys provided 
stiff competition for Manning and company on the road. The Huskers jumped on the 
Cowboys night out of the gates, recording a victory from Johnson and a major-decision 
win by Lane to jump out to a 7-0 lead, which catapulted the Huskers to a 20-12 win. The 
tnumph in Laramie improved NU's record to 5-1 and wouldset them up for their toughest 
match of the season up to that point against No. 3 Minnesota at the NU Coliseum. 

Against the Gophers, Burroughs continued his monster season by beating No. 6 
Cody Yohn by technical fall, 23-7. Compton was the only other Husker to record a 
vetory with his 6-4 decision over Alec Ortiz at 157 pounds as NU dropped the match, 
22-8. Nebraska wouldn't have long to think about the Minnesota dual with No. 12 
Oregon State coming to the NU Coliseum just two days later. The Beavers featured a 
strong lineup that included five nationally ranked wrestlers. NU fell behind by six points 
after Ross Grande was defeated at 149-pounds, but rallied furiously by winning three of 
the last four duals, including Ihnen’s decisive win over Brice Arand to give the Huskers 
a 17-16 victory. 

Next up for the Huskers was a tnip to Evanston, lll, to participate in the prestigious 
Midlands Championships on the campus of Northwestem University. The Huskers were 
wrestling at Midlands for the first time since 2001.

bonus-point fashion. In the finals, Burroughs beat the defending national champion 
and No. 1 ranked Andrew Howe of Wisconsin, 10-7, in the finals. For his efforts, 
Burroughs was awarded the Dan Gable Most Outstanding wrestler award for the 
tournament. 

Ihnen joined Burroughs in the finals at Midlands by upsetting No. 4 Grant Gambrall 
of lowa in dramatic fashion in the semifinals. Tied at 2-2 after three periods, Ihnen 
was able to record a takedown and a win in the sudden-victory period to advance 
to the finals. In the title match, Ihnen dropped a hard-fought match to No. 6 Travis 
Rutt of Wisconsin, 4-3. Kiley and James Nakashima finished in eighth place at the 
tournament 

Nebraska embarked on a seven-dual road swing next, which saw them go 5-2 
including a victory over No. 7 Missour. The Huskers opened the tnp by traveling to 
Grand Prairie, Texas for a trio of duals against Utah Valley, Stanford and Brown at the 
Lone Star Duals. NU swept through the triple-header, with its closest match being a 
19-17 victory over Stanford. The Huskers took down Utah Valley 22-12, and Brown, 
37-3, in the final match 

The third and final Big Ten opponent was on tap for Nebraska, as the Huskers 
traveled to Madison, Wis., to take on the No. 4 Badgers on Jan 21. NU claimed 
victones from Burroughs, Koehniein, Klingsheim and Johnson, but could not pull off 
the upset falling by the score of 22-15. The Huskers responded two days later with an 
18-15 victory over Norther lowa in Cedar Falls, lowa. Nebraska again entered the 
final match of the dual trailing by one team point, but Johnson carried the Huskers 10 
victory after his major decision over Janon Beets at 197 pounds. The win was NU's 
10th dual victory of the season and marked the ninth time since 2000 the Huskers had 
recorded 10 dual wins. 

The Huskers finished their seven-dual road swing by opening Big 12 Conference 
dual action against the Oklahoma Sooners and Missouri Tigers. Both matches were 
decided by one point, with the Huskers coming out on the winning end against the 
Tigers. 

After falling behind the Sooners 17-9, Burroughs broke a streak of five straight 
OU victories with his 7-3 decision over No. 2 Tyler Caldwell. The victory sparked NU, 
which won the last two matches at 174 and 184 pounds, but fell one point short of the 
victory, 17-16. Caleb Kolb defeated Jeff James of Oklahoma, 5-3, while Ihnen took 
down Erich Schmidtke by major decision, 8-0. 

Nebraska responded with its own one-point victory over the No. 7 Tigers, which 
marked the highest ranked opponent NU has defeated since 2008. Ihnen and Johnson 
both recorded victories over nationally ranked opponents in the 184- and 197-pound 
matches, respectively, to put away the Tigers, 17-16. The win was NU%s first Big 12 
victory of the season 

A welcomed return trip home for a pair of matches against Anzona State and 
Oklahoma State were up next for NU. The Huskers dominated the Sun Devils, 35-8, 
while not allowing a takedown in the duals first four contests, NU couldn't find as much 
luck against the No. 5 Cowboys, falling by 22-10 score 


Josh Ihnen finished his sophomore season one win short of becaming an AltAmerican The 
don, lowa native finished the year with a 28-10 overall record 


Andy Johnson finished the season with a 28-13 record at 197 pounds and was one of seven 
NCAA qualtiers for the Huskers 

In its final road dual of the season, NU took down ACC foe North Carolina in 
dominating fashion. The Huskers won the first six matches of the dual to gain a 21-0 
lead, and won by a final count of 31-6. The most impressive win of the day came at 
157 pounds where Tyler Koehn pinned No. 20 Coery Mock of North Carolina with 
only eight seconds remaining in the third period 

Nebraska returned home to the Coliseum for senior night against the lowa State 
Cyclones for the Huskers’ last Big 12 dual in school history. Three seniors, Mke 
Koehniein, Jordan Burroughs and Andy Johnson, were honored before the match 
a part of Senior Night ceremonies. The Huskers took down the No. 17 Cyclones, 
21-14, by winning five of the first six matches to gain a 17-4 lead. Johnson didn't 
disappoint in his last match at home by beating No. 14 Jerome Ward, 5-3, to finish 
the regular season with a 25-9 record. Burroughs finished his home career with a 
major decision victory over Chris Spangler, 22-8 

Burroughs and Klingsheim both claimed titles at the Big 12 Championships for 
the Huskers before NCAA’s, while Burroughs became only the second Husker all- 
time to win three Big 12 crowns, Burroughs squeezed by Caldwell from Oklahoma 
inthe finals, 2-1, while Klingsheim made an unprecedented run through his bracket, 
upsetting two top-10 wrestlers in Oklahoma State's Jon Mornson and Oklahoma's 
Jarrod Patterson in the finals, As a team, the Huskers finished in fourth place with 
a total of 46.5 points 

The Huskers remained outstanding in the classroom as the Nebraska wrestling 
program ranked eighth inteam grade-point average (3. 1343) inthe NWCA academic 
rankings, while Lane and Ihnen were both namedto the NWCAAll-Academic squad. 
Lane was named a second-team CoSIDA Academic AllAmencan, becoming only 
the fifth Husker in schoo! history to earn the honor. As a team, Nebraska placed six 
members on the academic All-Big 12 squad, including first-team members Grande, 
Ihnen, Koehn, Lane and Nakashima, while Johnson was named to the second

‘matches on the day as the 14th-ranked Nebraska wrestling team opened the dual season by 
spliting contests with No. 12 Ohio State, 24-11, and No, 20 Pittsburgh, 10-22, at the Buckeye 
Duals in Columbus, Ohio 

Wrestling in a Nebraska uniform for the first time since Dec, 19, 2009, Burroughs (165) was 
back in full force following his season-ending knee injury the previous year. The Sickiervile, 
NJ. native led the Huskers to a comeback win aver Ohio State with his technical fall victory 
over Jared Kusar (OSU). Prior to Burroughs’ win, the Huskers had trailed 11-6 through five 
matches, gaining their two wins at 141 and 149 pounds from senior Mike Koehniein (141) and 
sophomore Ross Grande (149). Burroughs’ win tied the dual at 11-11 and began a string of 
five straight NU victories to close a 24-11 win. 

Following Burroughs’ technical fall, redshirt freshman Caleb Kolb (174) earned his first 
varsity win with a 13-5 major decision over Rabel Campbell (OSU) to put NU ahead 15-11 
Sophomore Josh Ihnen (184) tured in the third-straight Husker win with an 11-4 decssion over 
Peter Capone (OSU), while senior Andy Johnson (197) upset No. 14 Cody Magrum (OSU) by 
decision, 7-4, and junior Tucker Lane (HWT) downed Jonathan Hiles (OSU), 4-1, to put the

Compliance 

The University of Nebraska must monitor ts program to assure compliance and to identity and 
report to the NCAA instances in which compliance has not been achieved. An institution found 
to have violated NCAA rules is subject to disciplinary and corrective actions as determined by 
the NCAA 


Question and Answers for Fans, Boosters, Alumni and Representatives of 
Athletic Interests 


Definitions 
Q; What s a booster? 


A:Youate abooster ty oubelongto.a University of Nebraska athieticbooster club; have promoted 
‘or made financial donations to the athletic department orto a specific Husker team, assists inthe 
recruitment of prospective student-athletes, and/or employ, give benefits to or provide services 
for a student-athlete, a prospective student-athlete or the relative/friends of either. Once an 
individual is identified as an athletic representative, that person retains that identity indefinitely 


Q; What is a Prospective Student-Athlete? 


A:Aprospective student-athlete is astudent who has started classes for the ninth grade or above, 
including students in prep schools and junior colleges as well as students who have offically 
withdrawn fram a four-year insttution and plan to transfer to anather institution. In addition, a 
student who has not started classes for the ninth grade becomes a prospective student-athlete 
ifthe institution or a Nebraska booster provides the individual or the indwviduafs relatives or 
friends with any financial assistance or benefits that the institution does not provide to prospectwe 
students in general. A good rule of thumb s to treat ALL STUDENTS as prospects 


Q: What is a Student-Athlete? 


A: Astudent-athlete is a student whose enrollment was solicited by a member of the Nebraska 
athletic staff or other representative of athletic interests with a view toward the student's ultimate 
participation inthe intercollegiate athletic program. 


Q: What is a contact? 


A: Contact is ANY face-to-face encounter between a prospect, or the prospect's parent or legal 
‘quardian, andaNebraskastafi member or athleticrepresentative during which any dialogue occurs. 


Q: What is recruiting? 


A: Recruiting is any solicitation of a prospect ora prospects family member (or guardian) by an 
institutionalstatf member orby athieticrepresentative othe institution, forthe purpose otsecuring 
the prospect's enrolment and utimate participation in Nebraska's intercollegiate athletic prog 


Guidelines 
Q: What constitutes impermissible contact by a booster? 


A: Phone calls to prospects (9-12th grade) and their relatives placed for recruiting purposes 
(questions about the athletic program at UNL must be directed to the coach), wrting. paging, 
text messages or instant messages to a prospect to encourage UNL attendance, contact with 
a prospect at a high school or club contest, contact with a prospect or his/her coach, principal, 
‘or counselor to evaluate the prospect; visting the prospects educational institution to pick up 
videotape or transcripts for evaluation purposes; contacting a prospect to congratulate himvher 
for signing a National Letter of Intent to attend UNL; giving anything of value to a prospect 
induce hinvher to attend UNL; contact of any kind while the prospect on the UNL campus for 
an oficial or unofficial visit

A: There are several ways a booster may stay involved. You may discuss summer employment 
opportunities with a prospect after he/she has signed a Nationall etter of Intent with the University 
cf Nebraska; attend highschool athletic events WITHOUT contacting prospective student-athletes, 
continue exssting friendships with families and friends of prospective student-athletes, and/or 
send recommendation letters, newspaper clippings or similar information about prospective 
student-athletes to Husker coaches 


Q: What are non-permis: 


le extra benefits? 


A:Anextra beneftts any special arrangementby aNNebraska employee or anatheticrepresentative 
to provide a student-athlete or the student-athletes relative or fnend a benefit not expressly 
authorzed by NCAA legislation. Only benefits that are authorzed by NCAA legslation can 
provided to and accepted by a student-athlete. It is not permissible for a student-athlete 
to receive a benefit that is the result of a “special” arrangement by an institutional employee, 
booster, employer or fan, 


Non-permissible benefits include, but are not limited to 


or reduced fee housinglent, including use of vacation’seasonal homes, 
or reduced-fee meals; 

ns or cash advances in pay or salary 

ion costs or school supply expenses, 

Gits or presents of any type regardless of the occasion or purpose,

Free use of services ie., automobile repair, hair care, laundry, copying, faxing, etc.; and 
Free or reduced-fee memberships at golf courses, health clubs, elc

To reach the 
facility from Lincoln Municipal Airport, turn right on Northwest 12th Street as you drve out of 
the airport. Northwest 12th Street becomes Cornhusker Highway, which intersects with 14th 
Street. Ext south on 14th Street off Comhusker Highway. Travel to Court Street, turn left, and 
0 two blocks east to the arena, which is on the north side of Court Street. From Omaha's 
Eppley Airfield, follow the signs to downtown Omaha and |-480. Take |-480 west to I-80, then 
take 80 west approximately 60 miles to |-180. Exit South on |-180, then ext east to Comhusker 
Highway and follow the instructions above.

All of Nebraska's home matches in 2011-12 will be contested af the NU Coliseum To get 
to the NU Coliseum from Lincoln's Municipal Airport, exit the airport on W. Adams Street, the 
main road leading out to Cornhusker Highway. Follow W. Adams Street othe frst stoplight and 
turn right on Cornhusker Highway. Follow this and take a right on 14th Street Go south until 
you reach Vine Street The Coliseum is located a half block west of the 14th and Vine streets 
intersections, From Omaha's Eppley Airport, exit the airport to the stoplight. Turn right onto 
Abbott Orive. Go approximately one mile to Storz Expressway (Abbot Drve turns into Store 
(Expressway), Proceed approximately three miles to|-480 South. Follow the signs and get onto 
1.80 West to Lincoln. Follow 1-80 for about 60 miles and take the 27th Street Exit. Follow 27th 
Street to Vine Street and turn right. Go west on Vine until you reach 14th street. The Colseum 
is located a half block west of the 14th and Vine streets intersection
